New Chwang, June 13.—(Bulletin)— 


It is reported that the Russians nave 
suffered a severe defeat as the result 
of an ambush at Pulannen (probably 
Publientien) to the rear of Port Ar- 
thur. The Japanese attacked the Rus- 
sians and then drew the latter on by a 
feigned retreat. The Russians were 
trapped and are said to have lost SOO 
men lulled and wounded. The Czar's 
troops have fallen back on Kai Chow. 


GREAT NAVAL BATTLE. 


St. Petersburg, June 13.—Rumors 


are in circulation here to the effect 
that a great naval battle has taken 
place off Port Arthur in which two 
Russian and four Japanese battleships 
were sunk. No confirmation of the ru- 
mor can be obtained. 


ATTACK ON LIAO YANG. 


:* ~RoineJ.June__lo.—A dispatch from 


Seoul states that 20.000 men have been 
sent to reinforce tieceral Kuroki, who, 
though still at Feng Huang Cheng, has 
pushed 
advance guards among the 


hills. These advance forces have gone 
as far as Motien lang Pass where on 
Saturday, they encoutered a force of 
Russians, who withdrew leaving an. of- 
ficer and six soldiers dead. The Jap- 
anese lost an officer and three men. 
Kuroki's plan, says the dispatch, seems 
to be to deliver an attack on Liao .Yang 
simultaneously from the east and 
south.. 


CZAREWITCH REPAIRED. 


Tien Tsin, June 11.—The Russian 


battleship Czarewitch, -.vhich was dam- 
aged by a Japanese torpedo at the be- 
ginning of the war, has been repaired 
at Poit Arthur, and is,now ready for 
action. The sea outside the port is 
thickly strewn with Russian and Jap- 
anese mines, a constant menace to nav- 
igation. According to word received 
here, there is' no truth to a report cur- 
rent seme days ago that the Russian 
gunboat Gilliak had been destroped.

planting the yield increased. 
These 


scientific tests, made at the state ex- 
perimental station, showed that the in- 
crease would range from five to ten 
bushels per acre for the fertile fields 
and from two to five bushels per acre 
for the less favored soil. The secret 
of the desired increase, therefore, was 
in the education of the corn growers. 
Convinced of this fact, he continued 
his experiments and his comparisons. 
In 1903 Green and Winnebago coun- 
ties had the poorest average of pro- 
ductivity to the acre—twenty bushels 
—yet the year before Green county 
had produced thirty-one bushels to the 
acre and

United States. Professor Ilolden be- 
lieved that Iowa could produce millions 
more bushels of corn than any other 
state without exhausting the soil. He 
showed the Iowa State Agricultural 
college students how to select the prop- 
er seed corn and how to plant it, but 
the students were only a small pro- 
portion of the vast number of corn 
growers in the state. If his scientific 
experiments were to be of value they 
must be generally known. 


Professor Holdeu established corn 


judging "contests at the state- fair an- 
nually held in Des Monies. Scholar- 
ships in the State Agricultural college 
•were offered as prizes to the farm lads>, 
within certain ages, who brought from 
their homes the best ears of corn and 
gave their reasons for the selection, 
together with information as to select- 
Ing and planting seed corn. The con- 
tests quickly grew in favor, but the 
work did not reach the great body of 
farmers throughout the state. 


Professor Holden then explained his 


crop increase plan to the leading 
freight carrying roads traversing the 
state. At first they doubted, then be- 
came interested and finally entered in- 
to the proposition 
enthusiastically. 


The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railway was the first to otter a special 
train and to guarantee the expends of 
the trip. The offer was accepted by 
Professor Holden. 


The "corn gospel train,"' as it was 


called, started in central Iowa, and it 
•was run on time table schedule. Two 
weeks before the train started the list 
of all starting places and the schedule 
time of arrival there were announced 
on handbills and by notices sent by 
the rural free delivery of mail to every 
farmer in territory contiguous to the 
Rock Island houte. 
Half hour stops 


•were made for every t««n. Profesbor 
Holden was accompanied by Profess- 
or Sage and his assistants, railway 
officials 
and newspaper representa- 


tives. 


Attached to the special train was a 


large audience car, and in this Pro- 
fessor Holden lectured to the farmers 
•who met him at every station. When 
the crowd was too large for the car. 
overflow meetings were held on the 
station platforms. 
Frequently the as- 


sistants 'would be called upon to re- 
peat the message to those on the out- 
skirts of the crowd who could not hear 
Professor Holden. 
The average at- 


tendance at the stations was ino. 
"When a twenty minute address was 
completed. Professor Ilolden conducted 
a short question parliament, specimens 
of good and bad seed corn wore ex- 
hibited, and, with a last farewell ami 
a cheer from the farmers, the train 
departed for the next station. 


At the end of the third day of the 


Irip 450 miles had been traveled, titty 
Stations visited, sixty lecluies deliv- 
ered, aggregating eigh!"e:i hours of 
talking, fifteen Iowa counties had been 
crossed and tho message of proper 
planting 
carried to 
tho ti!lors of 


8,000.000 acres of Iowa farm land, of 
which fully one-third is devoted to 
corn growing. 


When the Rock Island fo-ir wn< com- 


pleted, another was imnioiliaf'j begun 
on the Des Moines. low.-; Kalis and 
Northern railway. The third trip was 
made on the Chicago. Burlington and 
Quiney railroad. 
Nearly one-half of 


the ninety-nine counties, onil racing 
150 farming communities in tho «itptp 
were visited, and 15.000 growers -more 
than one-half'of the corn growers of 
the state—were personally interested. 
At the conclusion of his first trip Pro- 


fcssor Holden said that he believed] 
the yield this your will be increased, 
from liv; to ten bushels per sure in 
the districts traveled by hmi. When 
the last trip was completed, he esti- 
mated that the average state increase 
would be three bushels to the acre, 
which would brini; the 1001 average 
yield up to the 10*12 average and in- 
crease the 11X13 aggregate value of the 
corn crop, at the last year's figures, by 
nearly .^S.OUO/JOO. 


The greatest practical benefit of the 


tour resulted from the object lessons 
as to the good and the bad seed corn, 
which taught the farmer to judge his 
seed carefully, to know what to use 
and what to throw away. 
It was a 


simple lesson ill good farming.

MUSIC AS A BAIT. 


Mrs. Holbrouk Tell* Hovr It Luren

Music hath power to charm the bale- 


ful mosquito and lure hirn to electrocu- 
tion, according to Mrs. Amelia Weed 
Uolhrook, who read a paper on the cu- 
rative properties of music before the 
Professional Woman's league in New 
York the other day, says the New- 
York Herald. 


"It has been discovered that the hear- 


ing apparatus of this little nuisance," 
said Mrs. Ilolbrook, "is attuned to 
catch sounds, and these can be made 
to vibrate to the pitch of certain music- 
al notes. When these are sounded the 
entire nervous system of the insect is 
affected, and \\ hen raised to a great 
number of vibrations a second, yet in 
harmony with the lower note, the mos- 
quito becomes paraljzed. 


'•When the note is sounded the mos- 


quito will plunge toward the music, 
and if the windows are opened from 
the outside the insects will fill the 
room and will precipitate themselves 
against the apparatus. 
The method 


provides for the setting up of a musical 
instrument that will vibrate at the 
proper pitch to attract the mosquitoes 
and to surround it with a wire screen 
charged with electricity, so th it a'' the

be caueht through their musical tastes. 
Mrs. Holbrook described a trap that, 
instead of being baited with cheese, 
has hidden in a double bottom a small 
musical box which plays automatically 
all the popular airs.

nearer and nearer and at last pops into 
the trap seeking a reserved seat. The 
music goes on. but there is no exit for 
the mouse. lie is condemned to listen 
to the music until he is taken from the 
trap to meet his death.

for some one else?" 


1 replied that I would not. 
I have never been an advocate of 


what .some term the "\acation habit." 
When I was a boy the practice was not 
in vogue. As a matter of fact, I was 
so glad to get a chaine to learn busi- 
ness that the idea of asking my em- 
ployer to make me a present of two 
weeks of the time Unit belonged to him 
because he had paid for it would have 
been preposterous. 
I'-e^ides, I was 


eaaor to advance m business and 
could not see how 1 could do this by 
wasting valuable time. 


Neither did any of my youthful asso- 


ciates take vacations, and I am sure 
you will agree with me that the fact 
did not rct.ird their progress when I 
say that among them were Thurlow 
Weed, the king maker. Horace Greeley, 
Governor Seward and George Jones, 
the founder of the :\ew York Times. 
These men were constantly at work, 
and they were history makers. 


I think the "vacation habit" is the 


outgrowth of abnormal or distorted 
business methods. 1 fail to see any- 
thing legitimate in it. 


Let us assume that an employer and 


his clerk make an agreement to ex- 
change just remuneration for reasona- 
ble services, and each one keeps his 
part of the agreement. Are they not 
then quits'.' If there is any obligation, 
I think it is on the part of the clerk, 
who availb of the uvdit, skill and or- 
ganization of the employer to learn a 
business and advance himself along a 
path which has already been prepared 
for him. What right has he, then, to 
demand or expect pay for two weeks' 
time for which he renders no equiva- 
lent, not considering the serious in- 
convenience to which lie often puts his 
employer? 


Suppose we were to reverse the con- 


ventional order of things and instead 
of the clerk demanding two weeks' pay 
gratis the employer should demand 
two weeks' work without pay as a con- 
dition of retainiujj%ue clerk in his em- 
ploy. What a tremendous howl would 
go up! 


It may be urged that the clerk by 


his vacation gains in health and vigor 
and is thus enabled to render better 
service to his employer. If this claim 
were true, he would be justified ill ask- 
ing for a vacation. In fact, he would 
not have to do so, as his employer 
would for his own gain and of his own 
accord send him away thus to recu- 
perate. 


Eut is it not absurd to suppose that 


a man who can work for eleven and a 
half months cannot as well work the 
whole year? Is it not equally absurd 
to suppose that a man can in two 
weeks recuperate from the wear and 
tear of a year's work, if there be such 
wear and tear? On the contrary, I 
have too often observed that men will 
while on their vacations make inroads 
upon their vitality and purses that can- 
not be repaired in the following eleven 
months and two weeks. 


Then, again, the loss of time, the dis- 


organization of business, that result 
from the absence of a valuable man 
from his desk are difficult to repair. 
A man sometimes must spend weeks 
catching up with work that has ac- 
cumulated while he was away for a 
fortnight. 


If a man will only take an interest in 


his work, love it. he will not need any- 
thing else to recuperate him, and men 
who learn to love their work invariably 
succeed. 


A man should work "easy,'' be eco- 


nomic! of his time, conserve his forces 
and not worry. It's worry and not 
work that makes the hair gray. 


The doctors m;iy recommend a change 


of air for a man when he's sick, but 
why be sick? Sickness is an irrepa- 
rable loss of time. If I had a thousand 
tongues I'd preach "Save time"' with 
them all. It's infinitely more valuable 
than money.

RENTING A NEWSPAPER. 


Way Many Eiisl^shmen Get to 


Read the London Times. 


"Have you anything like that in 


America?" the London newsdealer de- 
usaded, putting his finger on a line cm 
his billhead which read, "'limes to 
lend for hire." 


"What does that mean?" queried the 


American. 


•'Why, it means I have some custom- 


ers who instead of buying tho London 
Times every morning rent it from .we. 
You see. the paper comes pretty high, 
threepence a copy, and there's some 
that wants to lead it who really can't 
afford to pay that price for a morning 
paper. Threepence, you know, is equal 
to about (5 cents American money." 


"And you rent it for bow much?" 
"'Three ha'pence, just half the price 


the paper sells for." 


"How long may the renter keep the 


paper?"' 


•'Up to 12 o'clock noon." 
"What happens to the paper then?" 
"Oh, I rent it to somebody else for 


another three or four hours and charge 
him a penny. And along toward even- 
ing I sell the paper if possible for an 
other penny. But it really isn't a very 
good business speculation. I only do it 
to oblige customers who buy other pa 
pers from me. I make my profits on 
the papers they buy." 


"But how is it persons are willing to 


give you a ha'penny more for the use 
of the Times for a few hours than they 
pay for the other morning 
papers 


which they buy outright?" 


"It's because the London Times is 


looked upon as the most reliable paper 
in England. It is one of the institutions 
of the country. People set a store by 
its opinions, and its stamp on a news 
item is like the hall mark on a bit of 
jewelry." 


"And is this practice of renting the 


London Times common in London or is 
it something peculiar to this shop?" 


"Most all the newsdealers do it. It 


really is a part of the business."—New 
York Times. 


"Wretched Art. 


With a noble devotion to a cause 


which shows no signs of progress the 
Tailor and Cutter continues year by 
year to lecture the portrait painters of 
the Royal academy on the subject of 
their treatment of clothes. It seems 
utterly impossible to make painters 
understand that they should paint 
things not as they see them, but as the 
tailor sees them.

There is neither rhyme 
nor reason in this regulation, which is 
a constant source of vexation, and it is 
astonishing that it has not been long 
since abolished.—London Truth.

ffhe SnUan'B Brief Helen Has Been 


Full of Turmoil—He Would Like to 
Rule Ht» Subject. Better Titan They 
Will Permit. 
His sheerefian majesty Mulai Abdul 


Aziz, the sultan of Morocco, who has 
wnne into prominence in connection 
wYth the capture by bandits of an 
American citizen named Ion Perdica- 
ris, is a monarch of progressive tenden- 
cies who does not get as much chance 
to reign as he would like in spite of Ids 
theoretically absolute powers. Tiie sui- 
tan's authority does not seem to be re- 
spected iu all parts of his realm. If it 
were, the kidnaping of Perdicaris and 
of his stepson, Cromwell Varley, an 
English subject, could not have occur- 
red. But there are parts of Morocco 
where the word of the brigand chief is 
more weighty than the decrees of the 
sultan, and, though the latter is ad- 
dressed in terms implying that his ev- 
ery whim must be obeyed as a com- 
mand from heaven, it appears that he

is tied down by the traditions Of his 
court and the influences of his cour- 
tiers,, so that his good intentions as a 
monarch are to a large degree frus- 
trated. 


In the feudal age of Europe brig- 


andage was a very profitable though 
more or less perilous means of liveli- 
hood. Morocco is one of the countries 
where it still flourishes in its pristine 
vigor, and the advisers of the sultan, 
who like to have things jog along hi 
about the old way, are averse to any 
energetic measures looking to its sup- 
pression. 


Abdul Aziz is a clever sort of young 


fellow in his way. He likes foreigners 
and in their company is fond of being 
democratic and omitting many of the 
punctilious ceremonies which must or- 
dinarily be observed in 
intercourse 


with his majesty. He likes particular- 
ly to amuse himself at a game of bil- 
liards with some foreigner whom he 
has admitted to terms of intimacy, and 
he can handle a cue with some skill. 
His liking for foreigners and his de- 
sire to promote trade with foreign 
countries are not approved by the 
Moors, and there is always a good deal 
of scheming going on to thwart the 
progressive ideas of the ruler. The feel- 
ing against foreigners is so strong that 
they are practically kept out .of the 
capital, Fez, altogether. 


Ion Perdicaris, who was seized and 


carried away to the mountains by the

brigand chief Raisuli and his band, is 
of Greek parentage, bat American birth. 
His stepson, Cromwell Varley, who was 
taken off with him, was born in Great 
Britain. 
Morocco is a 
picturesque 


country and on this account is sought 
by artists in spite of the inconven- 
iences of residence there. Perdicaris 
has done work both as artist and au- 
thor, and hi$ tastes in this direction 
led him to make his home in the coun- 
try despite its being so badly governed 
and behind the times. He has a resi- 
dence in the outskirts of Tangier, a 
Beautiful structure of Moorish archi- 
tecture, which was once one of the 
many palaces of the sultan. 


Uulai Abdul Aziz came to the throne 


of Morocco about ten years ago as a 
boy of fifteen, and during his reign he 
has had either domestic or internation- 
al complications on his hands most of 
the time. He speaks the Arabic tongue

DRESS REFORM FOR GIRLS. 


Chicago Woman'* Idea In Favor of 


Adopting Boys' Clotulng;. 


There is a great future in store for 


the athletic girl if the ideas of Mrs. 
Frances Crane Lillie of Chicago are 
adopted by mothers, says a dispatch 
from that city. Mrs. Lillie, a student 
of sociology, wife of a professor at the 
University of Chicago, believes that lit- 
ile girls should be dressed the same 
as little boys. 


Mrs. Lillie says: "Why should we 


lell the sexes apart before they realize 
that they have a sex? 
But we can 


more nearly approach the boy's health- 
ful spirit in our girls' clothing. 


"One reason why girls' clothing is 


so absurd is that it is developed not 
with an idea of use. but of display. 
Whenever men need a costume for any 
special calling they do away with ev- 
erything that is superfluous or restrain- 
ing. The business of a little girl's life 
is physical activity, but we would nev- 
er dream it from her mother's products 
in the way of clothes. 


"Little girls should be dressed in 


boys' clothes, slightly modified per- 
haps. A very easily dressed little girl 
would wear a woolen union suit next 
her skin, a black woolen union suit 
over that and a knit waist for extra 
warmth and to hold garters, and boys' 
stockings and shoes, heavy, square 
toed and laced. Over all she should 
wear a suit in appearance very much 
like a pair of overalls, with a jacket 
or waist attached. 


"The advantages of this garment are 


many. It is strong, simple and never 
need be ironed. It covers the child 
completely and at night can be peeled 
off easily. The legs of the garment go 
down to the shoes, and any hunter -will 
tell mothers the great advantage of 
that is that the loosely fitting legs keep 
insects from biting, which means much 
to a nervous child in hot weather. 


"I suggest for little girls a kind of 


hat or cap which sailors wear—one 
with a wide brim, which can be turned 
up in cool weather or down in hot. to 
protect the eyes and neck from the 
sun. 
Dressed in the fashion which I 


have named, a girl is equipped for her 
most important work. 


"At school I believe a little girl 


should wear a blouse of brown or blue 
cotton, made somewhat in the Russian 
fashion, but without n collar, and belt- 
ed. 
Below this should be bloomers. 


I hope the time will come when little 
boys and girls will never know the re- 
straint of white clothing." 


TO MEND LIBERTY BELL. 


of Wisconsin Man 'Who 


Says It Can Be Done. 


Dr. J. Steinbnch of Wlnona. Wis., 


proposes to mend the crack in the Lib- 
erty bell, so that it will give forth 
sound as it did in the olden time, says 
the Lacrosse (Wis.) correspondent of 
the Milwaukee News. Quite possibly 
those to whose keeping the bell is in- 
trusted would prefer this famous relic 
to remain as it is, but the suggestion 
of Dr. Steinbach is made Ln all serious- 
ness, and he is preparing to bring It 
to the attention of congress. 


Dr. Steinbach insists that the bell 


can be mended to sound as perfectly 
as before it was cracked and with the 
same tone. He says he makes his as- 
sertion on the authority of Herman 
Julius Meyer of Leipsic, an expert 
miner? legist, who has seen the process 
successfully undertaken with a number 
of bells in Germany. The doctor says 
that the exact process of mending bell 
cracks is known to only one family, 
Swedes, of the name of Olsen. They 
formerly operated in their native coun- 
try, but finally exhausting that field 
have been in Germany for some time 
now and by reason of the large num- 
ber of bells to be found there are kept 
busy nearly all the time.

COLLECTION 


Of Indian and Mound Builders' Relics 


Owned By Geo. F. Moore at 


Juc-'ge Brister's Office. 


Mr. George F. Moore, a well-knowr 


pioneer of Madison township, nas a 
very interesting collection of Indian 
and Mound. Builders' relics, which he 
has had on exhibition at the ladies' 
loan at the First Presbyterian church. 
The articles are now temporarily in 
the office of Judge E. M. P. Brister. 
where they arc offered for sale. The 
exhibit 
comprises stone hammers, 


axes, and implements of all kinds, flini 
arrow heads of every description, and 
various relics of the mound builders. 
Among the latter are the remains of a 
human skeleton, with tome charred 
embers and arrow heads. The remains 
weie found in the center of a mound 
in Madison township on the farm of 
William Shenran. 
iVie mound is 


about ,^90 in circumference and 20 feet 
high, and the skeleton was found at 
the bottom of a shaft which, was sunk 
from the top of the mound. Most of 
the bones crumbled as soon as they 
were exposed to the atmosphere, but 
portions of The skull and pome of the 
arm or leg bones aro in a good state 
of 
preservation, together with the 


charred embers found with the skele- 
ton.

DR. WILLIAM L. TOWN 


of Columbus, who attended 
Bloomer 


in his last illness, was the first wit- 
ness called by Attorney B. G. Smythe, 
attorney for Mrs. Bloomer. He testi- 
fied as follows: 


Knew BIcomer about four or five 


days before he died, met him first at 
the Star Hotel Thursday, 
May IS, 


about 10 o'clock in the evening. Ward 
S. Given was there at the time; I. 
found Bloomer ill: saw him next on 
Friday morning about 9 o'clock. 
Mjr. 


Given, two gentlemen whose names I 
dc not recall, and Mr. Cherry were 
present at ibis time; my visit was a 
professional one, and I remained only 
5 or 20 minutes: at the time I went 
away, Mr. Cherry and the two gentle- 
men were still in the room. I called 
on the patient early Friday afternoon: 
he was .1 very sick man; I <?.o • not 
know who was pccsent at that time, 


1 stayed 15 or 20 minutes that ume; 


L called again Friday night; the pa- 
t'ent remarked that he himself real-

Cherry replied that Mrs. Bioomerwas 
insane and it would not do for her to 
know her husband's condiiion; that 
she did not know where Mrs. Bloomer 
lived out it was somewhere in New- 
ark. Mr. Smythe also gave notice Of 
sreptions to tlv2 court's ruling. 
Continuing Dr. Town said: 
"On Saturday morning when Bloom- 


er was moved to the hospital, I ob- 
served a roll of bills in his vest pock- 
et. He placed $102 with the hospital, j 
I do net know whether this was the 


amount of the roll I saw in his vest 
pocket; the hospital authorities de- 
livered to Mr. Charles Bloomer 
on 


Tuesday morning a worn bill book] 
containing $102; ! was at the hospital 
when Bloomer died; Mrs, 
Bloomer, 


the special nurse and myself were 
with, him when Ee died; Miss Cherry 
and Mr. Cherry and Miss Bond were 
not in the hospital to my knowledge 
when he died; saw them last in the 
reception room of the hospital about 
3:30 Monday afternoon; a satchel was 
in IWoomer's room at the hospital; it 
T. a? an ordinary !ijatlfer valise; I wa^ 
asked by Miss Cherry to give it to 
her; it contained blank postoffice re- 
ports, parts of a toilet set, a pant's 
button, bottle of whiskey and a bulb 
syringe. The last I know of the 
satchel it was in possession of the 
hospital. 


Monday Afternoon. 


Dr. W. L. Towne was called and 


continued his testimony as follows: 


"\Vhtn I left the room after Bloom- 


er's death", Mrs. Bloomer, two nurses 
and a negro porter were there; I was 
called to see Mr. Bloomer during the 
absence of Dr. Rankin in Cleveland; 
when Dr. P.ankin returned I asked 
him to see the ease in consultation 
with rae; Miss Cheilry was not pres- 
ent when the ring was taken from 
Mr. Bloomer's finger by Dr. Rankin; 
the ring was in Dr. Rankin's pocket 
day before yesterday." 


Cross examined by Mr. Kibler: 
"I know of no other money besides 


the $if'2 that Mr. Bloomer had, of my 
own personal knowledge; besides the 
contents mentioned this 
morning, 


there were 
several 
memorandum 


books in the valise; Miss Cherry did 
not ask me to take charge of the 
valise, giving as a reason that the 
jnemorandmu books might 
be of 


value; this valise and other effects oi 
the patient were in 
charge 
of 
the 


hospital." 


Re-direct by Mr. Smythe: 
"There were one or two memoran- 


dum books, about the size of an ordi- 
na-y pocket bank book; I investigated 
one of them to sec if it was a bank 
book or not." 


At this point the court interrupted 


Che inquiry and as Mrs. Bloomer ac- 
knowledged she received 
the 
valise 


and several memorandum books, 
the 


court held a description of them by 
the witness was unnecessary. 


"Besides the $10? the ho&pital au- 


thorities reported to me that they had 
found other money, three rings, and 
a stick pin; this ether money amount- 
ed to about $18 or $19." 


By the Court. 


"Mr. Bloomer did not
